RAGING IN’ BRAZIL 


German Houses Are Burned 
in Porto Alegre—German 
Newspapers Suspend and 
German Flags Are Barred. 


Rio Janeiro, April 18.—Popular feel- 
ing against Germany is increasing, and 
in the city of Porto Alegre, which has a 
large German colony, the situation to- 
day passed beyond the control of the 
police. Crowds attacked several Ger- 
man establishments, burning a _ hotel 
and a large store. 

They marched through the streets 
cheering for Brazil and the entente 
allies, 

Late reports from Porto Alegre say 
that several big German establishments 
are in flames, among them the busi- 
ness house of Bromberg & Co., and the 
building of the Germania club. The 
Grande Hotel Schmidt has been reduced 
to ashes. 


Porto Alegre, Brazil, April 18.—The 
loss in the anti-German riots, which 
resulted in the burning of several Ger- 
man houses today, is estimated at 
20,000,000 milreis (prior to the ‘war a 
milreis was valued at 55 cents Amer- 
ican). Three firemen were wounded 
but there are no reports of any deaths. 
The city is now calm and police patrols 
are dispersing the crowds.

IN DISORDER. 


Between Soissons and Rheims the vil- 
lages of Ostel and Braye-en-Laonnois 
were captured, together with territory 
About them, the Germans in the latter 
region retreating in disorder and los- 
ing to.one French regiment alone 100 
prisoners, belonging to seven different 
regiments.

‘In the course of the operations in 
all that region we captured 24 heavy 
and field guns and three cannon of 150 
millimeters intact, with a thousand 
shells for each piece. These guns were 
turned against the enemy by our ar- 
tillery. 

“In Champagne we reduced several 
isolated places which were atill resiat- 
ing, and occupied enemy pen es of sup- 
port. Twenty cannon, of which eight 
were heavy guns, and five hundred ad- 
ditional prisoners fell into our power. 

“The total number of unwounded 
prisoners whom we have taken to the 
rear since the beginning of the battle 
exceeds at the present time 17,000. Sev- 
enty-five’ cannon have so far been 
counted.

PROGRESS MADE 
BY THE BRITISH. 


London, April 18.—The British forces 
have made further progress north of 
St. Quentin and have captured the vil- 
lage of Villers-Guislain, according to 
an official statement given out by the 
war Office today.

“The policy of borrowing within the 
country itself does not shift any part 
of the nation’s burden of war expendi- 
tures from the present to the future. 
All it does is to make possible a dif- 
ferent distribution of the burden 
among individuals, and social classes, 
to permit repayment to certain per- 
sons, who have contributed income dur- 
ing the war, by other persons after the 
war. 

“If comscription of’ men is just and 
right, conscription of income is the 
more so; conscription of both is just 
and right when the nation’s life and 
honor are at stake.”

“If the country can continue its gen- 
eral business substantially as usual 
it can meet the new war taxes and 
subscribe to the new war causes some- 
where nearly in accordance ,with its 
means.”

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BARRING THE BARS. 
Mayor Mitchel, of New York, has an- 
nounced that, beginning May 1 and “for the 
duration of the war,” all-night drinking sa- 
loons in New York will not be tolerated. 
All bars must close at 1 o’clock in the morn- 
ing under the new edict, which was decided 


upon by the mayor after a conference with 
the city’s hotels and restaurant managers. 

Undoubtedly the measure so far as it 
goes is good, and strictly “for the good of 
the service.” 

Authorities seem agreed that every hour 
that can be lopped off the time in which 
men and women are allowed to get drunk 
means just that much toward national and 
military efficiency. Our enemies and our 
allies abroad reached that conclusion early 
in the present struggle, and general and 
drastic curtailment of liquor consumption 
was the result. Russia “went the whole 
road” and forbade the sale of intoxicants 
altogether, as a military expedient. 

New York authorities evidently are con- 
vinced that drunken men, or men after an 
all-night carousal in a bar room or cafe, are 
pretty weak reeds to lean upon for protec- 
tion from an enemy. And they're right. 

But why draw the line at 1 o'clock? 
Why not give them another hour, and make 
it 2? 


another hour, and make it midnight? 


Or, if that’s too late, why not subtract 


Better still, why not close the bars alto- 
gether! 

If the theory that “if a little’s good, more 
is better” ever had justification it has it in 
this issue that has been raised in New York. 
So why keep open bar at all “for the dura- 
tion of the war?” 

As a matter of fact and economy, Amer- 
ica right now needs bread much worse than 
it needs booze. It needs the food that is in 
rye, wheat, corn, barley, potatoes, peaches, 
apricots, grapes, etc., vastly worse than it 
needs the alcohol that is extracted from 
those products to make men drunk instead 
of well fed. And it will after the war ends. 

But a good beginning—and that is pre. 
cisely what it is—has been made in New 
York. The final step will be to close the 
bars altogether, day and night. 

The truth is, the drinking bar—in New 
York, thro’ =hout America, all over the civi- 
lized world—-has got to go!

A GOOD SUGGESTION ! 

Miss Julia T. Riordan, principal of the 
Davis Street school, closes her article in 
last Wednesday's Constitution on “ ‘Misfits’ 
in Our Schools,” with this paragraph: 


I can think of nothing that would come 
nearer arousing in the public conscience a 
sense of duty toward our schools than to 
have Atlanta find out, through the inves- 
tigations of an intelligent committee, 
what other cities are doing for public ed- 
ucation. May we ask that our municipal 
authorities consider this suggestion se- 
riously? 


A valuable suggestion! And one which, 
if developed, will mean much to our school 
system. 

A clear, comparable knowledge of other 
cities’ school departments would help At- 
lanta school authorities, and, through them, 
Atlanta’s children and Atlanta’s entire citi- 
zenship. 

Money expended in sending a respon- 
sible, competent investigator or a committee 
of investigators from the Atlanta schools to 
study methods employed in the educational 
departments of other cities would be money 
wisely invested. 

The highest ranking school systems of 
all of the American cities were built up to 
their present point of excellence upon the 
principle of interchange of ideas—the study 
and application of “what others have done” 
and how others are doing it. 

Undoubtedly it4vould be a fine thing for 
all concerned were Atlanta and Detroit, let 
us say, to exchange primary principals for a 
year; for Atlanta and Cincinnati to swap for 
a season heads of their respective voca- 
tional training departments; for Atlanta to 
exchange high school principals with Kan- 
sas City for a year, or half a year, etc. 

Anything that tends to give an indi- 
vidual, a city or a race a broader vision, a 
more comprehensive outlook upon the world 
and a wider knowledge of what others are 
doing and how others are successfully doing 
what it wants to do and ig trying to do, 
makes for progress and efficiency. 

Especially does this apply to education! 


ALIENS AND SERVICE. 


Signing himself as “Alien,” a resident of 
New Orleans a few days ago declared 


through the columns of a newspaper of that 
city that in his opinion non-citizenship by 
no means excuses a man enjoying the protec- 
tion of the American flag from the duty of 
defending it, shoulder-to-shoulder with his 
naturalized or native-born neighbor. Itis a 
test of his loyalty, and of his desirability, 
whether or not he is willing to “do his bit” 
in the common defense of the land whose 


'ppivileges he enjoys. 


This does not necessarily imply that every 
alien resident is duty-bound to enlist in the 
army, but it does imply that he is in duty- 
bound to enlist if he is needed in the army 
or the navy, and whether or no, it is his 
duty to serve in some way useful to the 
country—producing something useful or oth- 
erwise doing his share of the nation’s work 
—or else get out of it. 

This man lays down the “code of honor” 
pretty plainly to his fellow alien residents 
when he says: 


“Taman alien. War has been declared 
by this country against an evident enemy 
of humanity. Conscription may be re- 
sorted to. Let every man who is physi- 
cally able be made to serve the country, 
be he citizen or alien. This country is 
the adopted home of permanent resident 
aliens. Let us all stand by the president. 
Is there an alien with so little blood in 
his veins that will allow American citi- 
zens to go out and fight for him while he 
stays home and enjoys himself? While 
he staye home and reaps the benefit of 
the sacrifices that they are making? 
Who will stay home to make money? 
If such there is, he should not be al- 
lowed to remain in the country, for he 
is no man, and this is a man's country.” 


As was pointed out in the course of debate 
in congress the other day, every man in 
America must be either with us or against 
us; there can be no half-way measure, and 
it is impossible to “blow hot and blow cold” 
at the same time. 

Therefore, as “Alien” suggests, every for- 
eigner not yet naturalized, who intends mak- 
ing his permanent residence in the United 
States, should tender his services whole- 


‘heartedly to his adopted country to be made

ARTICLE XII. 


Semi-Annual Promotions. 


A problem demanding the best thought 
of administrative school officers is.that of 
the progress of children through the grades. 
In the effort to remedy the evils of the un- 
graded school, it has frequently happened 
that the grading has developed into a rigid, 
inflexible system; that the individual has 
been sacrificed, that personal incentive to 
progress has been checked, if not destroyed; 
that promotions have become a matter of 
time rather than of preparedness and abil- 
ity. If individual differences in children do 
not receive careful attention, one of two 
things results; either the child is being 


over-stimulated by tasks beyond his ability, 
or he is forming habits of indolence, inatten- 
tion and mental sluggishness for lack of suf- 
ficient stimulation. 

To suppose that a class of forty or forty- 
five pupils entering a grade in September 
will proceed through the school year in 
“lock-step’’ will accomplish the work. in ex- 
actly the same manner, and will be ready 
to advance to the next higher grade on the 
first Friday in June, and not before, is an 
absurdity. Individual differences may not 
have been very marked when the class en- 
tered upon the year’s work, but they develop 
rapidly. 
rapid physical development, outside 
or irregular attendance. 

If this school system makes no provision 
to meet conditions resulting from these con- 
stantly-increasing differences among  indi- 
vidual pupils, a very large amount of retard- 
ation, as well as a high percentage of with- 
drawals from school, is the inevitable re- 
sult. When the class interval is a year, it 
is well-nigh impossible to advance the pupil 
of unusual ability between regular promo- 
tion intervals, and it is sometimes an in- 
justice to require of the retarded pupil that 
he repeat the work of the entire year. 


Semi-Annual Promotions. 


To meet such conditions, to make it pos- 
sible for the child of more than average abil- 
ity to advance more rapidly than his fellows, 
to furnish help and encouragement to the 
child who is falling behind his class for any 
reason, the Athanta schools have done what 
most progressive school system have done— 
inaugurated the plan of semi-annual promo- 
tions. Under this plan, each grade is divided 
into two sections, the children of the B gsec- 
tion doing the work of the first five months 
of the grade while those of the A section are 
doing the work of the second five months. 
The normal pupils, that is, the majority of 
a class, are promoted from section B to 
section A of the same grade, or from sec- 
tion A of one grade to section B of the next 
higher grade, at the end of the first semester, 
or half-year. 

Again at the end of the second semester, 
or half-year, promotions are made from sec- 
tion to section, or from grade to grade. 
Through this plan, it will be readily seen, 
the promotion interval is half a year, instead 
of a whole year, as formerly. 

In addition, much attention is being giv- 
en to the question of making the grading 
system elastic, so that Pupils may be ad- 
vanced at any time during the year, as their 
preparation, ability and progress demand. 
It is also part of the plan to demote from 
section to section whenever the best inter- 
ests of the pupil can be served by this 
means. Frequently children who are absent 


work, 


They may be caused by sickness, '! 


for long periods of time on account of ill- 
ness, exposure to contagious disease, or for 
some other good reason, find themselves un- 
able to do the work .of the class upon re- 
turning to school. Such pupils, if members 
of the A section, may be very profitably 
placed in the B section, thus losing only a 
half year instead of a whole year as for- 
merly, under the plan of annual promotions. 
134 Children Gain Year. 

While the plan of semi-annual promo- 
tions ig new in the Atlanta school system 
and has not yet been worked out to the en- 
tire satisfaction of those most interested 
in its success, the results this year, as re- 
ported from the various schools, are sur- 
prisingly good. The number of children 
reported as gaining a whole year through 
this method of elastic grading is one hun- 
dred thirty-four; the number reported as 
gaining one-half year is three hundred 
eighty-four. This amounts to a saving of 
three hundred twenty-six years of time to 
the children in the elementary grades. These 
accelerated pupils were, without exception, 
children who were over age for their class- 
es, who were strong physically, as well as 
mentally, and who needed this opportunity 
for more rapid advancement in order to 
enter classes where they could be considered 
normal as to age and attainment. 

The saving of time to the pupil is, of 
course, the determining consideration in the 
question of semi-annual promotions, but it 
may be interesting to know that the saving 
to the city in dollars and cents is not in- 
considerable. Three hundred twenty-six 
years saved to pupils means the salary of 
eight teachers, or about four thousand five 
hundred dollars. It should be remembered 
that this saving is due to accelerations 
alone. The amount of time saved by re- 
tarded children, who may now repeat the 
work of a half year instead of a whole year, 
as they must have done under the former 
system of annual promotions, is even great- 
er. That Atlanta is saving between nine 
and ten thousand dollars this year through 
the plan of semi-annual promotions is a 
conservative statement. These figures are 
based on reports received from the white 
grammar schools only. Since the plan of 
semi-annual promotions is in force in all of 
the high schools, as well as in the negro 
schools, the saving in both time and money 
is far in advance of this estimate. 

While all the details have not yet been 
satisfactorily worked out, results have prov- 
en that the plan of semi-annual promotions 
is a movement in the right direction, and 
that much good will result from its use. In 
some of the schools there are double grades, 
that is, two first, two second, two third 
grades, etc, and in these schools, where 
section A is taught by one teacher and sec- 
tion B by another-teacher, the principals 
report that results have been far better 
than in those grades where both A and B 
sections are taught by the same teacher. If 
this condition of having the two sections 
taught by different teachers could prevail 
throughout the city, and if each school could 
be provided with a special teacher whose 
duty it would be to coach pupils who are 
backward in only one or two subjects and 
thus enable them to go on with their classes, 
the plan of semi-annual promotions would 
be seen at its best, and the progress of pu- 
pils through the schools would then be sub- 
ject to their own limitations.

Veteran Condemns [ntolerance 
Of Those Who Objected to 
Bishop Keiley as Orator 


First declaring that “I am not a Catholic, 
and so far as I know, none of my ancestors 
were and none of my kindred are Catholics,” 
T. K. Oglesby recently delivered an address 
before the Confederate Veterans’ association, 
Camp No. 756, of Savannah, in which he vig- 
orously maintained the propriety of the choice 
of Bishop Benjamin J. Kelley, by the Daugh- 
ters of the Confederacy, as orator of the 
day at the Confederate Memorial day serv- 
ices to be held in Macon, protested against 
the action of the few who objected, and 
warmly commended the pratriotism of the vet- 
erans and the women of Macon in refusing 
to yield to the intolerant demand of a few 
men that the invitation be recalled. 

Following the address the veterans’ camp 
unanimously adopted a set of resolutions con- 
curring in the invitation of Bishop Keiley 
and deprecating all previous objections 


thereto. 
Referring to the protest by certain mem- 


bers of the veterans’ organization at Macon, 


Mr. Oglesby said: : 
“Tt would be hard to find a more painfully 
astounding instance of the effect of religious 
prejudice and intolerance, and a more pal- 
pable ignorance, or obliviousness, or ignoring 
of facts that should have made it impossible, 
than is shown in this protest; and no more 
fitting occasion than this can be found for 
a statement of some of those facts that 
should be known and remembered by every 
American, and especially by every Confeder- 
ate Veteran, and every descendant of a Con- 
feder he revolutionary fathers, who, under the 
lead of George Washington, ramed the con- 
stitution of me vase States, put into one 
: icles this clause: : 
i Ae religious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or public 
trust, under the United States. 

“With that clause in it the constitution 
tified by the states, thus making the 
principle of religious toleration—of religious 
freedom and of the rights of conscience——a 
fundamental principle of this government.

He said of Washington's attitude toward 


Catholics: 

“after his election to the gue oey! of 
the country whose independence he had been 
enabled to win by the help of Catholic sol- 
diers and sailors, and the open purse of a 
Catholic country, George W ashington ad« 
dressed a letter ‘To the Roman 4 atholics in 
the United States of America, In whieh he 
said: ‘I hope ever to see America among the 
foremost nations in examples of justice and 
liberality.

“I¢ those whose minds are clouded by the 
dark spirit of religious prejudice and intol- 
erance will read the pages of their country’s 
history, they will find therein ample proof of 
the truth of these words of Washington. 

The speaker cited numerous instances of 
Catholics’ acts of heroism and patriotism 
during the revolutionary and civil wars, and 
quoted at length from speeches and writings 
of Alexander H. Stephens showing his appre- 
ciation of the service of Catholics to their 


country and his own spirit of religious tol- 
erance.

Thus, some 78,759,000 persons in these five 
allied nations have savings accounts; and 
their total deposits is about $4,200,000,000. 
Some of the figures refer to conditions before 
the war began; but if any material change 
has occurred, it has been in the direction of 
an increase. 

How about Germany and her allies? Here 
are the figures:

Here are sOme 35,100,000 savers among 
the Teutonic allies. Their total of savings 
runs far ahead of the sum in the savings 
banks of the entente allies. As compared 
with $4,200,000,000 to the credit of the thrifty 
of England, France, Italy, Russia and Japan, 
the three Teutonic races have just about §7,- 
000,000,000 tucked away in government and 
private savings banks. 

Now, -what about this country? We have 
about 11,000,000 savings bank depositors, and 
they own just over $5,000,000,000 of savings— 
enough to give about $50 to every inhabitant. 
When we throw our financial weight with 
the countries lined up against Germany, the 
balance will turn and against 7 billions of 
thrift resources will be pitted over 9 bil- 
lions. In a war to the finish, it is the saved 
coin of the people which is expected to buy 
the victory. , 

Of all the warring countries, France has 
probably met the financial strain of the war 
with the least effort. Why? 

The explanation lies in the long training 
of the French not only in saving, but fn in- 
vestment in government bonds Trentes). It 
was estimated that before the war began, 
more than 4,600,000 French men and women 
owned 3 per cent rentes; and, of course, the 
number who have bought pieces of govern- 
ment loans since the war began have greatly 
increased—probably doubled. No special 
“whirlwind” campaign has been necessary 
to induce France's thrifty money-savers to 
invest in new issues. 

The other day, the treasurer of thé Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods association wired 
the secretary of the treasury offering the fa- 
cilities of dry goods and department stores 
all over the country for selling government 
bonds. Such stores, he said, would “afford a 
means of reaching millions of people who 
would purchase more willingly through such 
sources than any other.” .

CRAMPS IN LEGS 

A great many people, not necessarily in- 
valids, complain of cramps in the legs. Let 
us consider why are cramps. 

One with varicose or enlarged veins, 
whether on the surface or deep in the tissues 
of the leg, is likely to have more or less 
aching and sometimes cramps after long hours 
of standing. ; ; 


People with sclerosed or hardened arter- 
ies may suffer from severe cramps in one 
or both legs after walking a short distance. 
Sometimes the cramp is felt rather in the 
upper abdomen. It passes away after a 


brief rest, only to recur when walking is re- 
sumed. 


For the aching and cramps from varicose 
veins the obvious remedy is inversion. Lie 
on the back and elevate both legs aganst the 
wall for a few minutes three times a day. 
If there is a swelling after prolonged stand- 


ing, support by an elastic stocking is re- 
quired. 


For the cramps due to arterial hardening 
(intermittent lameness) attention to the blood 
pressure and perhaps medicines which dilate 
the arteries may be a relief. 

In both women and men there are vari- 
ous diseases of the pelvic organs which may 
demand treatment in order to relieve leg 


— or annoying pain down one or both 
egs. 


; Piles and other rectal troubles will some- 
times be accompanied by reflex pain down 
the legs or by cramps. 


The pressure of .round hose supporters is 


occasionally a cause of aching in the legs 
in men. 


Weak, pronated and inturned ankles—the 
early stage of flat feet—may cause much 
aching in the calves and knees. The arch 
is not flat, arch props give no relief, but cor- 


rection of the pronation overcomes the trou- 
ble. 


In a few cases of locomotor ataxia cramps 
in the legs are very severe, at irregular in- 
tervalis, often at night.

When Tuberculosis Gets In. 

., At what time of life is an individual most 
likely to be infected with tuberculosis? In 
just what manner does infection usually oc- 
cur? How soon after infection may definite 
symptoms be looked for? (H. E. C.) 

ANSWER—Probably in 
fection ee through the intestinal tract. 
Tubercle bacilli may permeate the intact 
intestinal wall, enter the throracic duct and 
80 pass directly into the ceins and lodge in 
the lungs. A great many communities use 
milk from tuberculous herds. Dust is a 
rare carrier of tubercule bacilli in the case 
of the creeping baby. Kissing is a frequent 
means of infection. and the contamination 
with saliva or spray of objects which the 
baby puts in his mouth. Direct infection 
from tuberculous persons is probably the 
most frequent source, though this implies 
prolonged and intimate contact, not an oc- 
casional visit.

TIMELY HINTS FOR 
THE HOME GARDENER 


Prepared by the Office of Information 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture for The Constitution. 


 [I.—When to Plant Vegetables 


The garden specialists of the United States 
department of agriculture divide vegetables 
into two classes—“warm temperature” and 
“cold temperature” vegetables. When peach 
and plum trees are in blossom, they say, it 
is time to sow in the open ground such seeds 
as lettuce, radish, parsley, beets, turnips, 
cabbage, carrots, peas and onions. The 
wrinkled peas should not be planted until 
later, as they are more liable to rot in cool 
ground than are the smooth varieties. When 
the apple trees bloom, it is time to plant 
the theat-loving vegetables such as cucum- 
bers, beans, sweet corn, pumpkin and squash. 
This is an old but excellent rule. 

The quickest crop to mature is the radish. 
Lettuce, turnips, peas, beets and beans usual- 
ly require from 6 to 9 weeks, corn from 11 to 
13 weeks, and potatoes from 15 to 16 weeks 
to mature. 

Lettuce is to the garden what the hay 
crop is to the field—always needed, and gives 
some of the best returns. A rich, sandy loam, 
with sufficient nitrate to stimulate leaf 
growth and intensify the chlorophyll or deep 
leaf color of the plant, and a sufficiency of 
soft water keep the crop crisp and fresh. 
Much the same plan is practiced with cab- 
bage, except that it does not require so much 
water. 


Beans do not require very rich soil, and 


it is safe to plant them on the very poorest 
patch. 
between the orchard trees. 

The Lima bean requires a rich, moist soil, 
but does not seem to deprive the land of itg 
productiveness. Lima beans have been grown 
on the same fields in California for many 
years. 

Cucumbers, squashes and melons require 
rich soil, and the cucumber profits by the 
application of fresh horse manure. Sheep 
manure will hurry plants along more rapily 
than most chemical fertilizers.

WILL GIVE LECTURE

M. Ferdinand Buisson, ex-minister of 
public instruetion and fine arts, ex-sen- 
ator, deputy of Paris, will be in At- 
lanta on Friday, the 20th, and will 
lecture at the banquet hall of the Ans- 
ley hotel at 4 p. m.. 

Mr. Buissant has a message to deliver 
to us from the French government. The 
president of the French republic, ™M. 
Poincaire, could not have selected a 
more worthy messenger. 

It is not the first time that M. Buis- 
son has been selected to. represent 
France in this country. In 1876. just 
a few years after the Franco-Prussian 
war the French.republic sent M. Buis- 
son to the International exposition of 
Philadelphia at the head of six other 
great men, to study and copy if neces- 


and edutation. At his return he spoke 
in the senate and the sum of one mil- 
lion francs was voted at the suggestion 
of M. Buisson to carry out the plans of 
American education. That sum was 
considered at the time exceedingly 
large, considering the tremendous 
debt France had acquired to pay the 
indemnity to the Prussians. 

That visit to the United States has 
been the subject of his lecture given 
before a very large audience last Fri- 
day night at the Waldorf-Astoria un- 
der the auspices of the Alliance Fran- 
caise, of New York city. 

M. Buisson is a great admirer of 
American systems and methods, he is 
& progressive. Nearly 78 years of age, 
he looks and acts like a.man of 50. 
Since 1896 he is the editor-in-chief of 
the most important pedagogic news- 
paper of France, founded in 1833 by 
the statesman and historian, Guizot; 
the paper is known under the name of 
ae Manual of the Public Instruc- 

on.” 

He is the president of a very patri- 
otic club, “The League of the Rights 
of Men,” founded by the famous De- 
roulede. 

In 1915 M. Buisson was a delegate 
of the ministry of the public instruc- 
tion to the San Francisco exposition 
and to the international congress.

QUITMAN TO HAVE 
GEORGIA’S FIRST 
GRAIN ELEVATOR 


Quitman, Ga., April 18.—(Special.)— 
Quitman is to have the first grain ele- 
vator built in Georgia. Work will be- 
gin on it this week, and it will be 
ready to handle the spring oat crop in 
July. 

W. M. Thomas, a local merchant and 
farmer, is organizing the enterprise. 
He has been studying it for six months 
and is convinced that grain elevators in 
Georgia will be as great a source of 
prosperity as they have been in the 
west, and that this will be the firet of 
many in this section. 

When Mr. Thomas first took up the 
plan he found that two elevators have 
already been built in this section, one 
at Dothan, Ala., and one at Marianna, 
Fla., both by W. L. Brannen, a western 
man. He has made several trips to 
Marianna to study the business in all 
its practical details, and the people 
there told him the elevator has been a 
life-saver under boll weevil conditions. 

It has assured the farmers practi- 
cally double what they had formerly 
obtained for their grain and they are 
raising quantities of grain instead of 
cotton. Last year Mr. Brannen put the 
first Florida corn on the market in 
competition with western grain, and it 
brought from 10 to 12 cents less than 
the western corn. Now he is getting 
about two cents a bushel more than 
western corn brings, because the mill- 
ers have found that the southern grain 
is not so moist as the western grain, 
which often has to be kiln dried, Thus 
the fallacy that the southern grain 
cannot compete with western grain has 
been exploded. 

The Quitman grain elevator will 
all grains. It cleans, grades, sacks and 
markets the grain as the _ individual 
farmer cannot afford to do. it 
‘ives him a price that will revolution- 
ze the farming program. 

Mr. Thomas says he will stand by 
the assertion that the farmers here will 
find there is more money in corn at 
$1 per bushel than there is in 15-cent 
cotton. His plant will have a capacity 
of 6,000 bushels a day and he ig pre- 
pared to handle’tBe entire grain crop 
of the county. 

Many farmers who find their cotton 
infested with weevils are now plowing 
it up and planting corn, velvet beans 
and peanuts,

AMERICAN FARMER 
GETS POOR START 


Season Generally Backward 
and Temperatures Unfavor- 
able, According to Govern- 
ment’s Weekly Review of 
Weather. 


Washington, April 18.—American 
farmers are starting under a handicap 
in their efforts to carry out President 
Wilson’s appeal for increased produc- 
tion of foodstuffs. — 

Almost everywhere throughout the 
country during the last week tempera- 
tures were unfavorable and the season 
is generally backward, according to 
the weekly review of the national 
weather and crop bulletin of the weath- 
er bureau. Pastures and ranges ‘start- 
ed slowly, due to dry jweather. Ger- 
mination is slow in southern districts. 
While the conditions of the week were 
favorable for farm work in some east- 
ern and southwestern sections, it is 
generally backward. 

Decided improvement, however, was 
reported in the condition of winter 
wheat in Kansas and Oklahoma and 
small, but steady improvement in the 
crop in the Ohio Valley and in most 
other eastcentral districts. 

Shortage in the winter wheat crop 
fully as great as preliminary reports 
have forecast and little increase this 


year in the yield of potatoes are re- 
ported from every part of the country 
by farm loan boards appraisers. Their 
reports were made public today as a 
“~part-of the board's program to en- 
courage farmers to plant all acreage 
possible of cultivation. 
Three Importart Facts. 


“Three important facts affecting the 
crop and food situation stand out in the 
reports received from the presidents 
of the twelve land banks,” the board's 
statement reads. These facts follow: 

“The winter wheat crop will be short 
to quite as great extent as preliminary 
reports have shown. 

“The shortage of labor and the high 
prices of seed will prevent a material 
increase in the potato acreage, com- 
mercially grown, but the _ increased 
planting of small plots for home con- 
sumption will be a net gain. 

“There is, in all parts of the United 
States, an organized movement on the 
part of communities, state govern- 
ments, agricultural colleges and civic 
bodies to help the farmer meet the 
food crisis.” 

Reports from presidents of the va- 
rious land banks are detailed. By dis- 
tricts they state: 

New Orleans—Winter wheat crop al- 
most a complete failure and fields have 
been replanted in corn and peas. South- 
ern acreage of potatoes is being in- 
creased. 

Columbia, S. C.—The wheat crop is 
25 per cent less than normal, the po- 
tato acreage is only slightly increased 
and while ‘strong movements are afoot 
in southern states to increase food 
production the high price of cotton has 
proved a barrier to increased food 
crops. 

A report from Louisville states, that 
the Tennessee wheat crop will not 
exceed fifty per cent of normal. In 
eve part of the country state of- 
ficials are encouraging the planting of 
all available land with food products. 

Wheat Crops Poor. 

Louisville—Indiana wheat crop is 
two-thirds of the average and many 
fields are being plowed up for corn 
and oats. The commercial acerage of 
potatoes has not increased. 

Houston, Texas—Wheat crop is al- 
most a complete failure. Texas will 
raise hardly enough potatoes for home 
consumption. Corn acreage will be in- 
creased sufficiently to provide for corn 
export. All interests are alive to the 
necessity of increased production. 

St. Loufs—One-half the winter wheat 
in Illinois will ke plowed and the re- 
planting will be in corn. The same is 
true of northern Missouri. The ArkKan- 
sas wheat crop is all right. The po- 
tato crop in these states will be but 
slightly increased. 

St. Paul—Potato acreage will be in- 
creased. Labor is scarce. 

Omaha—The winter wheat crop is 
almost a complete failure in Nebraska 
and Iowa and field's are being plowed 
up for corn and oats. The potato crop 
is slightly increased. 

Springfield, Mass.—The wheat crop 
of New York is two-thirds gone. Po- 
tato crop yield will not be materially 
increased except in New Jersey. 


ANNA HOWARD SHAW 
URGED EQUAL RIGHTS 
IN ATLANTA IN 1890 


Anna Howard Shaw, suffrage leader 
who speaks in Atlanta Friday night, 
first visited this city in interest of 
equal rights during a Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance uniqn neld here in 
1890, according to Mrs. Mary L. Mc- 
Lendon, prominent Atlanta’woman and 


ardent suffrage worker. 

“The coming of Dr. Shaw to Atlan- 
ta,” said Mrs. McLendon, “recalls to 
my mind the stirring times of 1890 
when she visited Atlanta and spoke at 
the 'DeGive opera house and brings to 
mind the great women leaders of this 
country and how suffrage was first 
introduced into the national W. C. T. U. 

“Frances E. Willard, who was an ar- 
dent suffragist, appointed a commit- 
tee on franchise at the annual conven- 
tion of the National W. C. T. U., held 
in Washington, D. C., in 1881, and at 
the convention in 1882 that franchise 
committee gave place to the franchise 
department, with Mrs. Mary G. C. 
Leavitt national superintendent. Mrs. 
Zeralda G. Wallace, mother of Genera] 
Lew Wallace, succeeded Mrs. Leavitt, 
and Rev. Anna Howard Shaw suc- 
ceeded Mrs. Wallace in 1887 as national 
chairman of the franchise department 
of the National W. C. T. U. 

“When the annual convention of the 
National W. C. MT. - was held in 
Trinity churc this city, in 1890 we 
were informed that we ‘must not drive 
nails into the wall nor mention wom- 
an suffrage.’ DeGive’s opera house 
was secured for the Sunday afternoon 
service and Mrs. Wallace gave Atlan- 
ta its first address on equal rights 
for women from the W. C. T. U. stand- 
point. She received a vote of thanks 
from the innocent audience and every 
man rose and promised to vote to give 
the ballot to women in Georgia when 
he should have an opportunity. 

“The next time Dr. Shaw came to At- 
lanta was in 1895. She was then vice 
president-at-large of the National 
American Woman  S§Suffrage associa- 
tion and the faithful friend and co- 
worker of Susan B. Anthony, the presi- 
dent. The convention was held in De- 
Give’s opera house (now the Bijou) 
and Miss Anthony presided. 

“The third visit of Miss Shaw to this 
citv was to assist in the state conven- 
tion of the Georgia Woman Suffrage 
association held in the Congregationai 
church in 1903. Very few of the many 
who applauded her to the echo in 1895 
were present on that occasion. Miss 
Shaw had not changed, but she was 
speaking on suffrage instead of tem- 
perance. Again the same thing oc- 
curred when she came by invitation 
and spoke on suffrage in the hall of 
representatives in 1905. Since that 
time, however, ‘votes for women’ has 
gained in favor and continues to gain. 
An immense audience greeted Miss 
Shaw in 1915 when she spoke on wom- 
an suffrage in Atlanta’s great Audi- 
torium and a record-breaking audience 
should bid her welcome on next Fri- 
day, when she will deliver her soul- 
stirring address on ‘Americanism.’ ”

In all the speeches in both houses 
particular reference was made to 
America’s purely disinterested inter- 
vention, “the most disinterested in-his- 
tory,” as Mr. Asquith phrased it—the 


complete absence of any motive of 
self-interest, calculation or ambition. | 
Mr. Asquith. pointed out that neither; 
the liberty nor independence of the! 
United States was imperiled. “It was 
the constraining force of conscience 
and humanity,” he added. 

John Dillon, one of the nationalist 
leaders, in a fervent speech supporting 
the resolution, predicted that Irishmen, 
in proportion to their population, 
would outnumber all other races among 
the soldiers of the republic. To Ameri- 
ca, Mr. Dillon said, “will fall the 
blessed task of basing peace upon 
Jiberty.” 

George Wardle, laborite, also spoke 
in favor of the resolution on behalf of 
his party, and thus afl parties in the 
house were represented. , 

In the house of lords, Earl Curzon 
said the entry of the United States 
into the war stamped the struggle as 
a great uprising of the conscience of 
mankind to put an end to the rule of 
Satan on earth. 

The president’s speech to congress, 
Earl Curzon added, was a trumpet call, 
the sound of which would ring through 


Viscount Bryce, former ambassador 
to the United States, alluded to the 
same lofty ideals animating both the 
United States and England. The Mar- 
quis of Crewe, admitting that the ma-

Teuton Overtures--Entente 
Allies Much Relieved. 


Washington, April 18.—Assurances 
reached Washington today that under 
no conditions now conceivable will the 
provisional government of Russia yield 
to the overtures from German and 
Austrian socialistic representatives to 
negotiate a separate peace. 

The entente embassies, with this as- 
surance before them, frankly confess- 
ed a great sense of relief. 

The gathering of socialists in Stock- 
holm, known to be fomented by Ger- 
mans and Austrians, was looked upon 
with dread. It was feared that cun- 
ning appeals to the altruistic princi- 
ples of socialism, the universal broth- 
erhood of working men and such con- 
siderations might force the provisional 
government to consent to a separate 
peace. 

It is now learned from an authorita- 
tive source that these apprehensions 
and misgivings were based upon mis- 
understanding of the aims of the ex- 
treme socialistic element in Russia. 
The information received today is that 
so far from contemplating any peace 
on the basis of existing governments, 
the advanced Russian socialists want 
to carry their democratizing ideas by 
force into the enemy countries and to 
appeal to their brother socialists in 
Austria and Germany to overturn the

AMERICA TO RESTORE

Washington, April 18.—Complete re- 
habilitation of the crippled Russian 
railway systems by a large corps of 
trained American railroad men will be 
the direct and early result of an appeal 
to the president from several of Rus- 
sia’s ablest engineers. The new gov- 
ernment thus will be strengthened 
against the pressure to make a sepa- 
rate peace with Germany. 

Plans to lend the Russian govern- 
ment some §$2,000,000,000 out of the 
new $5,000,000,000 war bond issue al- 
ready have been formated 

Money is recognized as the greatest 
need of the new Russian government, 
but one of the greatest causes of Rus- 
sian disaster and inactivity has’ been 
the demoralized condition of the trans- 
port system. To correct this defect 
more than 600 trained American rajl- 
road men will go to Russia to organize 
and operate her railroads. They will 
be chosen from all the lines and from 
all branches of the service.
